First SERIEs. 


The ANNALS OF MATHEMATICS was founded by Professor Ormond Stone, 
of the University of Virginia, in 1884, the first number appearing in March 
of that year. 

The ANNALS was the successor of the Ana/yst, a journal of Mathematics, 
founded and edited by Dr. Joel E. Hendricks, of Indiana. 

Professor Stone supported the publication of the ANNALS OF MATHEMATICS 
from his private income during ten years, at the end of which time, Professor 
Stone feeling unable to continue the expense of the publication, that respon- 
sibility was assumed by the authorities of the University of Virginia, and its 
publication was thus continued until the close of the twelfth volume, issued in 
June, 1899. 

On the withdrawal, by the University of Virginia, of the appropriations 
necessary for its publication, the responsibility for its support was assumed 
by Harvard University. 


The Second Series issued under the auspices of Harvard will begin, with 


the first number of the first volume of that series, to appear about October, 
1899. 
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
